some vital relation between the one 
sort of discipline and the other.” 
“Let those who stand forth as 
spokesmen for the N.E.A. talk all 
they wish about ‘segregation’ of 
private school children,” Father 
Ryan said. “Let them imply as 
much as they like that there is 
something undemocratic about this 
‘segregation.’ They will never con- 
vince the vast majority of the 
American public that there is any- 
thing un-American about including 
the idea of God in the compendi- 
um of ideas considered necessary 
to good citizenship.” 

If a wall is placed between the 
idea of God and the idea of citi- 
zenship, he continued, “it must 
lead both to the weakening of the 
whole philosophic and moral fab- 
ric on which the American com- 
monwealth is built.” 

The Seton Hill College president 
also told the teachers: “I think 
you must consider it, as I do, a 
tremendous misfortune that the 
circumstances of our growth as a 
country have seemed to make it 
necessary to exclude all reference 


But nothing in 
the fabric of America makes the 
private and the church-related 
school un-American.”

have suffered martyrdom in de- 
fense of them. In the eighteenth 
century, an arrangement known as 
the ‘Status quo,’ safeguarding the 
sacred character of the Holy 
Places and guaranteeing free ac- 
cess to them, proved to be workable 
in circumstances which were not 


_ wholly satisfactory. 


“Under the British Mandate the 
provisions of the ‘Status quo’ were 
enforced as law and the British 
acted for the family of Nations. 
When the General Assembly of the 
United Nations on November 29, 
1947, decreed the Partition of Pal- 
estine into a Jewish State and 
an Arab State, it made the crea- 
tion of the International Enclave 
of Jerusalem and its environs an 
essential element of the tripartite 
arrangement. Hence, with the 
surrender of the Mandate by the 
British on May 14, 1948, the new 
provisions for protecting the Holy 
Places and for insuring free ac- 
cess to them, became the responsi- 
bility of the nations. 


“In spite of the regrettable war 
in Palestine during the intervening 
period when the United Nations 
was unable to set up an interna- 
tional regime, this responsibility 
was reaffirmed in the General As- 
sembly of the United Nations on 
December 11, 1948, when it was 
resolved that the Jerusalem area 
should be accorded special and 
separate treatment from the rest 
of Palestine ‘and that it should be 
placed under effective United Na- 
tions control.’ 


“To this end it established the 
Palestine Conciliation Commission 
which was instructed to present to 
the Fourth Regular Session of the 
General Assembly ‘detailed pro- 
posals for a permanent interna- 
tional regime for the Jerusalem 
area which will provide a maximum 
local autonomy for distinctive 
groups consistent with the special 
international status of the Jeru- 
salem area.’ 


“The Commission has presented 
its proposal and in the near future 
the General Assembly will act on 
it. This proposal, while pretend- 
ing internationalization of the 
Jerusalem area, by no means 
achieves it. 


“Our Holy Father Pope Pius 
XII, time and time again, has made 
it clear that the only effective 
guarantee for the safety, and the 
sacred character of Jerusalem, for 
the protection of the Holy Places, 
for the free exercise of the indis- 
putable rights of a Christian mi- 
nority, and for free access of vil- 


sovereignty and the effective « 
trol of the Family of tions.

students in the Holy Cross Cen- 
tral School of Nursing will reside 
at Saint Joseph’s Hall, the nurses’ 
residence of Saint Joseph’s Hos- 
pital, South. Bend. They will carry 
classes and laboratory work in 
Saint Joseph’s school of nursing 
and on the campus of Saint Mary’s 
College, where headquarters for 
the central school are now eéstab- 
lished. After a four-week vacation, 
students will be rotated through 
the four unit hospitals. There will 
be good educational programs in 
all the services. 


The school is a - three-yéar 
course leading to the pin and di- 
ploma and to eligibility for state 
registration. The program, how- 
ever, is so arranged that at the end 
of this period students will have 
earned 98 credits toward a degree 
in nursing. With an additional 
nine months at Saint Mary’s, or 
some other standard college, the 
student can earn the bachelor of 
science degree. 

This program will begin to op- 
erate next September first. Per- 
sons interested may write or call 
the directors of the nursing 
schools at either one of the four 
hospitals or at Saint Mary’s Col- 
lege.

Since it was on a Cross that Our ] 


‘no Saviour died in order to re-

‘. only natural that Christians 
aie the earliest times should ven- 
erate the sign of the cross. We have 
ample proof from the writings of 
the ancient Fathers that this sacred 
sign was in common use among 
the faithful during the first cen- 
turies of the Christian era. 
sign of the cross should always be 
made slowly, reverently and ex- 
actly. The symbol itself is an ack- 
nowledgement of our belief in the 
doctrine of Incarnation. The Son 
of God became Man and died for 
our salvation on the cross; while 
the words that accompany it pro- 
fess our faith in the profound mys- 
tery of the Holy Trinity. This sac- 
ramental is one of the most effaca- 
cious in securing for us the protec- 
tion of the Almighty and in repel- 
ling the assaults of the evil spirit. 
Good Catholics make the Sign of 
the Cross on awakening in the 
morning, before going to sleep at 
night, before and after prayers and 
when they enter or leave the 
church. It is advisable to sign one- 
self with this sacred symbol on 
other occasions also. For example: 
before and after meals or when 
one is molested with severe temp- 
tation. An indulgence of fifty days 
may be gained by making the sign 
of the Cross—which is increased to 
one hundred days when the use of 
holy water accompanies this sacred 
action. 

Holy Water 


_ Many centuries before the com- 
ing of Christ, the use of water in 
religious ceremonies was prescribed 
for the Jewish people by God Him- 
self, Indeed, betas the ordinary 
means of purification, water is so 
peeriate a symbol of the purity 
of heart with which man should 
approach to pay homage to God 
that even the ancient Egyptians, 
Greeks and Romans made exten- 
sive use of this element in their re- 
ligious rites. The church seems to 
have imitated the ceremony of the 
Jews who used water. to purify 
themselves before entering the 
temple, in as much as they placed 
vessels of water at the church 
doors, so that the faithful could 
wash their hands and faces before 
taking part in the sacred functions. 
Catholics are recommended to make 
frequent use of this sacramental 
and should always have holy water

Sacred Images 


The Catholic Church approves of 
pictures, statues, medals and other 
representations of Our Lord, of His 
Mother and of the Saints. These 
images remind us of the lives and 
of the virtues of those whom they 
represent and incite us to invoke 
their protection. When blessed, 
moreover, these images bear the 
fruit of the Church’s prayers to 
those who make use of them as 
sacramentals. When sacred pic- 
tures or a crucifix is exposed in the 
home, visitors can readily perceive 
that they are the guest of a truly 
Catholic household. It is commend- 
able to carry about in one’s pocket 
or around the neck a medal of Our 
Lord or of Our Blessed Lady or of 
some favorite saint. 


In conclusion it must be men- 
tioned that in regard to sacramen- 
tals two extremes are to be avoided. 
No one should despise them as if 
they were something superstitious 
nor should they be regarded as be- 
ing endowed with miraculous power 
or as being infallible safeguards 
against temporal evils. It must be 
remembered that the primary end 
of the sacramentals is the spiritual 
welfare of the users and this is 
sometimes best attained by the en- 
durance of trials and sufferings.

ing together for consultation and 
reporting on this work is a step 
toward unification. 


Miss McIntyre said: “In our 
lives we experience a _ spiritual 
wealth and wonder as we follow 
the church in a Christian pattern of 
life.” During Advent we follow 
and live the richest time of the 
Church year. Advent is a quiet 
preparation time when we ponder 
and relive the expectation of 
Christ born again. We are looking 
for penitential gladness of Christ’s 
coming and thus use purple the 
same as we do in Lent. The pro- 
gram stressed the opportunities we 
have to bring Advent into our 
homes and there are modern ways 
to do this. 

(1) Simplify our living atmos- 
phere, take away our nicknacks— 
doilies, vases of flowers and what- 
nots. This will impress the chil- 
dren more than a great deal of 
talking. Explain, however, why 
you are doing this. 

(2) Ask each one to do some 
form of penance during this time 
and use touches of purple whenever 
you can do so becomingly. This 
will indicate too a change of 
season. 

(3) Serve more simple foods, 
and no fancy cooking—you may 
omit dessert occasionally. This 
will do more to impress Brother 
Bill than anything else. 

(4). Give to the poor what you 
have fasted from yourselves. “Let 
our fast become a banquet for the 
poor,” 

Last, but not least, you may 
make and hang an Advent wreath 
in your homes. Directions for do- 
ing this are indicated on a pamph- 
let and general directions follow: 
This wreath resembles a large 
Christmas wreath with four 
candies mounted at even spaces 
around it. It is to be hung in a 
horizontal position and tied with 
four purple ribbons as festoons 
and spaced between the candles. It 
is made of pine needles, cedar 
branches, or even holly. four 
candies can represent the four 
weeks of Advent and if you make 
it before Advent you may let one 
of the children light the first 
candle for the first week and when 
the second, third and fourth week 
comes, the child who has earned « 
right to do so, may take his turn.

Now that most deaneries have 
launched an intensive drive in the

It is not sufficient that we con- 
cern ourselves with complacency 
and allow the other fellow to do 
the work.

In our day it is not uncommon to 
hear non-Catholics make state- 
ments such as these: “One religion 
is as good as another”; “We are 
all going the same way”; “Re- 
ligion is a matter of the heart, 
not of the head”; “It matters not 
what man believes, provided he 

a good man after his own 
fashion”; “Catholic, Protestant, 
and Jewish faiths are of the same 
pattern in their plan of accom- 
plishment.” This viewpoint and at- 
titude which prompt these expres- 
sions are being engendered by the 
decay of religion outside of the 
Catholic Church. For non-Cath- 
olics are gradually giving up doc- 
trines and dogmas; they are slowly 
rejecting such fundamental truths 
as the Divinity of Christ, the Trin- 
ity, the Virgin Birth, the Eucharist 
and hell. The countless forms 
which this diluted Christianity may 
assume are naturally one as good 
as another. Men prefer this state, 
in which they can follow their own 
tastes and whims to a mode of 
life in which they must be sub- 
ject to the unchangeable law of 
God. On the other hand, when 
the non-Catholic realizes that Prot- 
estantism has split into seven hun- 
dred sects; when he sees that

The Meaning 
The Virgin Bi rth’ 


UCH of the dissension in the ranks of the non-Catholic 
denominations today centers around the Virgin Birth of 
Christ. 


The uninstructed non-Catholic, and he is the average one, 
does not possess a clear idea of what is meant by the Virgin 
Birth. Probably the larger number understands the term to 
mean that the Virgin herself, namely, Christ’s Immaculate 
Mother, was not born as other human beings are. Of course, 
Catholics understand the term to apply to Christ, and to 
mean that He was born, as the Apostles Creed distinctly de- 
clares, “of the Virgin Mary.” 

The story is so clearly told by St. Luke that everyone 
should know it.

If it were the least bit difficult 
to teach chant and liturgy to chil- 
dren, that difficulty might be con- 
sidered an extenuating circum- 
stance, and we might be partially 
excused for not teaching these sub- 
jects. But it is not the least bit 
difficult; on the contrary, it is the 
easiest thing in the world. 


It is- much easier to teach chil- 
dren to participate in the liturgy 
than it is to teach adults. The 
children love it. They eat it up. 
It is their element. They take to 
it like ducks to water. 


All this was proved most con- 
vincingly at the University of 
Notre Dame last summer in Father 
Mathis’ Liturgical Summer School. 
Dom Ermin Vitry, 0. S. B., Editor 
of Caecilia, taught a demonstra- 
tion course which was most suc- 
cessful. At the beginning of the 
course, he outlined for his students 
—sisters, priests and seminarians 
—exactly what the children would 
accomplish in four weeks. Most of 
them bristled with an “I’m from 
Missouri” attitude; all of them 
were incredulous—except one who 
really was from Missouri. As a 
matter of fact, the children accom- 
serge much more than Father 
ad promised, for at the end of 
the course they actually took part 
in a Mass, putting into practice 
what they had learned during the 
four weeks; and more important 
than that, they had acquired an 
appreciation for, and a deep love 

, the liturgy and the songs of the 
Church. 


There were about fifty children 
in the demonstration class; approxi- 
mately thirty gitls and twenty 
boys gathered for the most port 
from several parishes in South 
Bend. 
and sixth graders, with a few fro 
the fourth and seventh grades. The 
class was taught from 11:30 to 
12:30 four days a week. It was 
summertime. The children were on 
vacation. Less than a month be- 
fore, they had quit their class- 
rooms for the summer with cries 
of joy. The hour chosen for the 
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class was not the most convenient 
for the children. Yet, of the fifty- 
four who started the course, only 
five dropped out; and of those five, 
three had begun with the under- 
standing that they would drop out, 
because their rents had made 
plans for out-of-town vacations. 


Mothers told Father Vitry that 
their children were enchanted with 
the classes; that they came home 
and sang their songs around the 
house; even teaching their brothers 
and sisters to sing them; that 
week-ends were too long for them; 
that they cried and begged to “go 
to school” if they were kept at 
home because of sickness or rain. 
Some of the mothers even began to 
attend the classes, to find out what 
magic could make school so at- 
tractive to their children; two of 
them stayed on and completed the 
course in order that they might 
teach their families what these 
privileged children were learning. 
The fathers and mothers at home 
were not only interested, but kept 
busy searching out answers to the 
question on religion which Father 
Vitry assigned to the children each 
day. This was the daily homework 
in which the whole family was en- 
couraged to participate. Father 
Fred Schroeder drove all the way 
from Monterey (a distance of fifty 
miles) every day in order that six 
of his schoo] children might attend 
the classes; and already his sixteen 
100-mile trips have paid off, for 
those six children have taught 
what they learned to all the chil- 
dren of his parish school, so that 
now they are all taking an active 
part in his parish liturgy. 


In the beginning the children 
learned their songs by listening 


» jattentively and by imitating their 
stot ot “Shem were — professor; but it was not long be- 
fore most of them were actually 
reading the Gregorian notation.

and teach them that singing is an 
easy, natural, joyful thing. Father 
Vitry is a master psychologist, an 
expert teacher, and a consummate 
artist. The children gave them- 
selves wholeheartedly to accom- 
plishing what he required of them. 


Discipline was no problem: they 
were so busy learning and enjoy- 
ing themselves that they did not 
think of cutting up. Within three 
weeks he had freed their childish 
voices from all unnaturalness, 
heaviness and artificiality; their 
tones had become light, delicate 
yet firm, natural, soaring and ex- 
ceedingly beautiful. Besides that, 
they had learned much about 
rhythm. Father had taught them 
that the free, flowing rhythm of 
the chant, untrammeled by the bar 
and beat of modern music, was a 
part of themselves — like their 
breathing, their heart-beat, their 
walking and their running. They 
became adept at accompanying 
their singing with graceful, 
rhythmic motions of their hands 
and arms.

The culmination of the demon- 
stration course was the closing 
Mass. It had not been planned 
from the beginning; but more and 
more as the classes sped through 
the four weeks, the need was felt 
of permitting the children to put 
into actual practice al] that they 
were learning about participation 
in the liturgy. A low Mass was de- 
cided on for many reasons; in order 
that the children might answer 
some of the prayers in Latin; in 
order that they might sing some of 
the songs in English; ‘and especial- 
ly in order that they might enjoy 
the sense of achievement that came 
from handling the whole Mass 
themselves. (They would not, of 
course, have been able to sing the 
Propers; but given four more 
weeks I’m sure they could have ac- 
complished even that!) 


The Mass was offered at an 


ing the people). A portable altar 
was placed just inside the com- 
munion rail so that it would be as 
close. as possible to the children. 
The Mass began with the Introit 
Procession. The children gathered 
in the outer sacristy and then pro- 
ceeded through the church, down 
the side aisle to the back, then up 
the center aisle to their places in 
the front pews, all the while sing- 
ing an Introit Psalm in the Fifth 
Mode: “I rejoice because they said 
to me: I will go into the House of 
the Lord.” They sang the Kyrie, 
Gloria, Alleluia, Sanctus and Ag- 
nus Dei at the proper times, and 
answered in Latin the orations, the 
greetings, and the exhortations of 
the celebrant. 


At the Offertory of the Mass, 
eight of the children, five girls and 
three boys, represented ali the oth- 
ers in the Offertory Procession. 
With lighted candles and: grave 
solemnity they proceeded to the 
altar, in front. of which the cele- 
brant stood to receive their gifts. 
They brought up the water and 
wine and forty hosts which they 
would later receive in Holy Com- 
munion after they had been 
changed into the Body and Blood 
of Christ. They offered these gifts 
to the celebrant, and he in turn of- 
fered them to God. All the while 
the body of children were singing 
an Offertory psalm in the Seventh 
Mode: “To Thee, O God, with a 
joyful heart I have offered these 
gifts; and I have seen with great 
joy the people which are present.” 
The third procession of the Mass 
was at Communion time. Two by 
two, first the boys and then the 
girls, the children went to the al- 
tar, in front of which the cele- 
brant placed their Lord upon their 
innocent tongues.

Patroness Of Our Country Is Not Known By Its Citizens 


LOUIS C. FINK 


ARY is honored as the Mother of the world, and in every coun- 
try there is special devotion to her. Here in the United 
States, we should be more than usually devoted to Mary, for the 
First Council of Baltimore in 1847 placed this nation under the 
principal patronage of Mary in her Immaculate Conception. It is 
certainly true that Catholics honor Mary, and the Immaculate 
Conception is a favorite title for churches in this country. 

There is, unfortunately, some confusion in the minds of many 
Catholics (and even more Protestants) about the doctrine of the 
Immaculate Conception. Too often it is identified erroneously with 
the doctrine of the Virgin Birth, and the confusion of the two be- 
liefs causes many to haye doubts. 

The Distinction 

The distinction is simple enough. Pope Pius IX defined the 
doctrine of the Immaculate Conception in 1854 by stating that the 
Blessed Virgin “in the first iastant of her conception, by a sin- 
gular privilege and. grace granted by God, in view of the merits 
of Jesus Christ, the Saviour of the human race, was preserved 
exempt from the stain of original sin.” 

This means that at the moment Mary’s soul was introduced 
into her body (nodt at the moment of physical generation), her 
soul was preserved free from original sin. That sin was not re- 
moved; it was excluded from Mary’s soul—and not by her merits, 
but by the incalculable merits of her Son, Jesus Christ. 

Adam and Eve, of course, were also created without original 
sin, but they lost that privilege by offending God. As a result all 
mankind had to suffer death, suffering, ignorance and a strong 
inclination to sin. Mary was born and died like any other human 
being, but she was not denied sanctifying grace at the moment her 
soul was created. It is also true that Mary lived a life completely 
free of even the smallest actual sin. 

In Genesis we read that God said to the serpent, “I will put 
enmity between thee and the woman and her seed.” The woman 
is Mary, and thus we see her often depicted in art with her foot on 
the serpent’s head, protecting us from his wiles. 


When Gabriel visited Mary, he addressed her asa unique 
person. The angel said, “Hail, full of grace,” and indicated that 
the Mother of God was endowed with a special abundance of grace. 
In the second century Saint Irenaeus wrote that “Mary ... became 
both to herself and to the whole human race the cause of salva- 
tion.” A poet has called Mary “our tainted nature’s solitary 


boast.” ) 


Most of the early Church Fathers did not teach the doctrine 
of the Immaculate Conception, but the belief persisted all through 
the Christian era. It was only after many petitions from the 
faithful (including a large number from the young American re- 
public)—and after a thorough examination of the subject, that 
Pope Pius proclaimed the Immaculate Conception to be a dogma 
of faith. Thus was confirmed a belief that had always been held, 
and which brought joy to the hearts of many. 

The Virgin Birth is quite a different matter from the Imma- 
culate Conception. Both the Old and New Testaments expressly 
declare that the Mother of Jesus was a Virgin. Isaias said that 
“a virgin shall conceive” and in the New Testament the Gospels 
make it clear that Mary was a Virgin. In the Apostles’ Creed we 
affirm our belief that “Jesus Christ was conceived by the Holy 
Ghost and born of the Virgin Mary.” In the Nicene Creed, which 
we include in every Mass, we say that Jesus “was made flesh by 
the Holy Ghost of the Virgin Mary.” 

The dogma of the Virgin Birth was held unanimously by the 
Fathers from the very beginning, and it was defined as an article 
of faith at Constantinople in 553 and again by the Lateran Council 
at Rome in 640. 

So we add two beautiful dogmas about Mary to the generally- 
accepted belief that her body was assumed gloriously into heaven. 
We believe that Joseph was only the legal father of Jesus, and that 
Mary remained a Virgin during her entire lifetime, even though 
she gave birth to her Son, the Redeemer of the world. 

And now, on December 8th, a Holy Day of Obligation, we 
observe the dogma that Mary was born without the stain of 
original sin, that her Conception was indeed, spotless and

Calumny—Destroying another's 
good name and reputation by delib- 
erately telling a lie about him. One 
guilty of calumny must repair the 
harm he has done. 

Calvary—A hill near Jerusalem 
where Christ was crucified. The 
Latin word “Calvaria” means skull, 
and the hill was so called because 
in shape it resembled a head or a 
skull. 

Candlemas Day—Another name 
given to the feast of the Presen- 
tation or Purification on February 
2 The name is derived from the 
blessing and distribution of candles 
before the principal Mass on that 


ay. 

Candles—A sacramental used in 
all the Church’s liturgical services. 
The candle must be of pure bees- 
wax. It is a symbol of Christ the 
Light of the World. 

Candle, Paschal—The large can- 
dle lighted at important services 
on the Gospel side of the altar be- 
tween Holy Saturday and Ascen-

This fall marks the completion 
of a new, up-to-date, campus ath- 
letic ‘field, which is only the first 
part of an extensive athletic 


perintendent Father Kremer. How 
is all this accomplished? The an- 
swer, in athletics, is the CHS 
Booster clib. This group of| 
alumni, through paper drives and 


various projects, are financing the 
athletic field and improvements. 
For example at 3:30 Sunday morn- 
ing, October 9, eight fires were 
already lit in a gypsy-like parking- 
lot encampment; huge drons 
boiled over the outdoor fire places. 
CHS Boosters were making 
gallons of bouja to sell. By 11 a.

In a large measure, CHS life is 
dependent upon the Catholic people 
of Saint Cloud and the vicinity who 
through their parishes and the 
PTA practically maintain the 
school. Last year the PTA gave, 
to the school $1,500 to finance an 
audio-visual aids program. 


Perhaps the biggest single 
group. contribution to the school is 
made by the Benedictine nun-fac- 
ulty, who work and teach for the 
love of God. No-small item is the 
fact that students do most of the 
“housekeeping.” They mop and 
dust all the classrooms as well as 
— stacks of dishes in the cafe- 
Tria. 


In the high school cafeteria 500 
students eat during the three 
twenty-minute noon shifts. The 
cafeteria’s daily bread-order calls 
for thirty loaves. Whenever the 
noon menu is to include mashed 
potatoes and gravy, five sacksful or 
300 pounds of them are bounced 
through the automatic potato- 
peeler machine. 


Another favorite main dish 
might be meatballs-or chop suey. 
For either of these the cafeteria 
manager orders 75 pounds of ham- 
burger. If it’s to be chop suey, she 
also prepares 40 pounds of noodles 
and 15 gallons of tomatoes. 


Besides food for the body and 
mind the school offers two directors 
to act as spiritual guides to the 
students. Morning meditations are 
broadcast over the public address 
system to each room in the three 
school buildings during the last 
five minutes of the first school 
period. *

The Family 


state is to furnish opportunity for 
schooling, and to see that parents 
are not recreant in making use of 
the opportunity on behalf of their 
children. The state cannot force a 
child ‘to attend this school or that: 
it Cannot prescribe courses of study 
that may involve jntellectual or 
moral dangers for pupils. Nor can 
the state make discrimination 
among families, sharing common 
benefits to some and withholding 
them from others. : 


To the Church belongs the pre- 
eminent right to guide the child’s 
$i and moral formation; to 
the family belongs the natural 
right to govern and supervise the 
child’s nurture and general educa- 
tion; in society is vested the right 
to transmit, generally by means of 
schools, the cultural heritage of 
successive generations. 


State Only Helps 


The function of the State is to 
assist these three agencies to dis- 
charge harmoniously their respon- 
sibilities in the best interest of the 
public welfare. The State is the 
servant—not the master—of those 
who educate the young. Children 
belong to their parents before they 
belong to the State; the resources 
to develop them into their full sta- 
ture as human beings destined for 
eternal union with God are not the 
property of political government; 
these constitute the treasury of 
families and the Church. 


Again, the family, to exercise 
its good influence in full effective- 
ness, needs a just measure of eco- 
security. When, in a 
wealthy and prospering nation, 
diligent and willing parents are 
forced to live in grinding poverty; 
when parents have no opportunity 
of owning their own home; when 
the aid of government is extended 
to those who raise crops or build 
machines but not to those who rear 
children, there exists a condition of 
inequity and even of injustice. So- 
cial legislation and social action 
must concur to improve man’s eco- 
nomic opportunity, to enable him 
to marry early, to free him from 
the peril of unnaturally limiting 
his family, and to afford him some 
certainty of sufficiently gainful em- 
ployment and some assurance that 
death or accident will not reduce 
his dependents to the status of 
public charges. 


Family Needs Religion 


Finally, the family needs relig- 
ion. It requires the high morality 
and the unvarying standards of 
duty only the spirit of religion can 
supply to family life. It needs the 
strong quality of staunch loyalty 
to God and to His commandments, 
to. His..Church and to her pre- 
cepts, It needs the filial piety 


-|which has its source and support 


in piety towards God. It needs 
prayer and the example of prayer- 
fulness. We are consoled by the 
evident growth of pious practises 
in the home, the enthronement of 
the Sacred Heart, regular family 


Human Factors 
In Production 


Any industrial or business enter- 
prise, if it is not to fail, must pay 
attention to the material elements 
of production: technical skill, ef- 
ficiency, means of lowering produc- 
tion costs, competition. All this is of 
great importance. However, it, in- 
volves the risk of neglecting the 
essential factor: man. 

The human person is often looked 
upon as an improved and indispen- 
sable machine. In this respect, lais- 
sez-faire capitalism as well as 
Marxist collectivism endangers hu- 
man dignity. ...

Catholic devotion which have given. 
to Christian homes the character 
of sacred sanctuaries. 

The family. needs to gather 
again around its hearths and re- 
kindle there the fires of religious 
fervor. The home must again be- 
come @ shrine of fidelity, a place 
where God is the unseen Host. 

We commend the program of the 
Catholic Family Life Conference 
as one means of meeting the evi- 
dent present need for better and 
happier homes. Family retreats, 
Cana conferences, courses on fam- 
ily life in schools and colleges, and 
study groups concerned with pre- 
paration for family life, should be 
widely encouraged and zealously 
promoted throughout our country. 
The press and movies and all agen- 
cies of public opinion should give 
constant aid in emphasizing the 
ideals of worthy family life. These 
powerful forces should be an un- 
failing support for the virtues 
which safeguard the home and give 
nobility to the nation. 

These, then, are the requisites 
for family life if it is to produce its 
wondrous benefits in full measure 
and effectiveness: 

It must be permanent in its es- 
tablishment and prospects. 

It must be free from unwar- 
ranted interventions, 

It must have economic security. 

It must be religious. 

Yet even when these requisites 
are not perfectly realized, family 
life, though hampered, is produc- 
tive of incalculable good. In the 
Providence of God it is the best of 
existing human agencies for social 
benefit. There is grave danger, 
however, that, if a Godless philos- 
ophy be still permitted to prevail, 
family life among us will not only 
be further hampered but ultimately 
destroyed. 


We have, indeed, supernatural 
knowledge that God’s Church will 
not be destroyed, and while the 
Church endures family life will 
still, In some measure, exist and 
fruitfully function. But viewing 
our country and the world by and 
large, and noting the growing ten- 
dency to ignore God and His rights 
in society, the lethal danger to the 
family is neither chimerical nor re- 
mote. It is a present danger, more 
fearsome than the atom bomb. 


After 35 years of war and its 
effects which have wrought incal- 
culable destruction to family life, 
we call for an intensive effort to re- 
store the virtues and practises 
guaranteeing family stability and 
peace, 

With confidence in the help of 
God, through Jesus Christ, His Son, 
and with constant faith in the in- 
tercession of His Mother, the Im- 
maculate Mary, we urge all fami- 
lies to strive by their prayers for 
the restoration of pure family life. 
Let all recite the family Rosary. 
Let there be a renewal of devotion,

Baptist Crusade 
Launched In Ireland 


ANY of our readers will be 
surprised to learn that the 
Irish re rs Union, with headquar- 
ters at Belfast, is preparing a spe- 
cial evangelical drive among Cath- 
olics of the south of Ireland. The 
officials of the Baptist Union claim 
that they have had men feeling 
their way in South Ireland and that 
these report that opposition, which 
was once bitter, has “practically 
ceased.” 


We just wonder what would hap- 
pen to Catholic missionaries if the 
south of Ireland were solidly Bap- 
tist and the former invaded it to 
attack the religion of practically all 
the people. 


It must be remembered that the 
sects are given to “attack.” They 
have very little to offer in a posi- 
tive way.

Religious Instruction 
In Secular Colleges 


FYER since the Supreme Court 
rendered its decision in the 


McCollum case, investigations have y 


been made by those friendly and 
those unfriendly to religious in- 
struction to ascertain whether 
there is compliance with the court 
decision. The unfriendly, the athe- 
istic and rationalistic organizations, 
the Communist-minded, the anti- 
Catholics who believe that Catho- 
lics profit most by such instruc- 
tion, insist that religious instruc- 
tion, even under released time, be 
completely discontinued. But those 
who are friendly argue that the 
Supreme Court ruled against the 
use of the public schools themselves 
for religious instruction, and that 
it did not rule out instruction con- 
ducted under released time. The 
Attorney Generals of several states 
have given such an interpretation. 


But a survey has recently dis- 
closed that 60% of all State Uni- 
versities, numbering more than 100, 
offer instruction in religion on an 
academic credit basis. Dr. Clarence 
P. Shedd, professor at the Yale 
Divinity School, adduced figures to 
support his contention that “public 
higher education has never been as 
completely divorced from religion 
as primary and secondary educa- 
tion.”

Msgr. Kaczynski’s | 


Health Causing 
Grave Concern 


New . York—(NC)—The health 
of Msgr. Zygmunt Kaczynski, Po- 
lish priest-statesman-editor who 
has been held in prison by the 
Warsaw regime since last May, is 
causing grave concern, according 
to information attributed to “au- 
thoritative sources” by the Inter- 
Catholic Press Agency here in a 
Rome dispatch. 


Monsignor Kaczynski was, be- 
fore 1939, director of the Catholic 
Press Agency in Warsaw, an organ 
of the Polish Hierarchy. After the 
invasion of Poland he succeeded in 
escaping to France and England 
where he joined the Polish govern- 
ment-in-exile as Minister of Educa- 
tion. In 1942, he came to the 
United States where he remained 
until after the war when he re- 
turned to Poland and established 
the Catholic weekly, Tygednik 
Warszawski. 


The priest was first arrested in 
August, 1948, on charges of “an- 
ti-state” activities but released 
after 72 hours and kept under 
strict surveillance by the police, 
He was rearrested last May, short- 
ly after the Polish Hierarchy had 
issued a pastoral expressing deep 
concern over the plight of many 
priests who had been arrested and 
tried on unspecified charges. 


According to the Inter-Catholic 
Press Agency dispatch, the arrest 
of Monsignor Kaszynski is part of 
the Polish regime’s strategy to inti- 
mate the Church into bowing to the 
demands of the state. The dis-
